Anybody who has Isin awake on 
a stifling tropical night and been 
forced to listen to the monotonour 
pulsations of e not very distent 
tom-tom, or the weird notes of an 
Eastern cadence wrung from 
lsome primitive form of wind ‘or 
string instrument, wil! know 
what it is like to contemplate the 
horrors of insanity. Sometimes 
one might have s tbree-dey 
wedding entertainment to suffer, 
where night is made hideous by 
a band of native - musicians, 
Otherwise there aze the shouts of 
; hawkers, or morely the exchange 


is probably futile, for it seoma 


" Idifficult to convince the. average 


Asiatic of the lower classes that 
he is being noisy. The foreigner 
whose rest has been disturbed at 
night by the conversation of 
two ricksha coolies wilh, sppar- 
ently, throats of brass has the 
peculiarly annoying experience 
the next morning of seding the 
same men, perhaps, peacefully 
slumbering by. tte roadside 
through the din cf heavy traffic. 
We have seen labourers on some 
of the reinforced concrete 
structures that are now goits up, 
fatl fast asleep during a respite, 
lying on bare boards, the while 
other workmen are hsmmering 
and sawing afew feotsway. It 
may be that these men, brought 
up amidst constant din, are BO 
used to noisy that it bas no effect 
on their finer sensea. It is teft to 
the more sensitive Westerner, 
then, to envy them this attribute.

coun-ries,- and, its effect on B H 


European, is that moder curse— 
oourasthenia. In temperate 
climates the rash and strain of 
moderna life hes ruined the nerve 
system of the present gener- 
atior, and we get insomois aad 
drug-taking 53 extreme results of 
this penal:y exacted by Nature 
from soper-civilised man. In the 
tropics sound sleep is more than 
ever necessary for one’s proper 
health, and itis in such ciream 
stances that the roises of a place 
like Hongkong prey on the 
nervas, 2nd eventually the mind, 
of those who try to snatch a 
proportion of the slumber neces- 
sary for them. The anfortanate 
brain- worker who hasto live ing 
congested part of the town cao 
be excused if he contemplates a 
breach of the peace by about 
three o'clock in the morning, 
after passing through all: the 
tortures inflicted by yelling 
coolies,; honking horns, dlariag 
sirens, love-sick cats, moon- 
struck dogs. belated homan 
revellers, and the like. If heis 
wise, be will try not to worry 
over the matter, for that would 
basten a breakdown. But the 
question one hears is, can the 
powers-that-be do anything to 
mitigate the evil of noise? That 
is what every cewcomer aske. 
The older resident knows that he 
bas to bearit as best he can.
